the front. 
It takes time andimoney to 
find the most productive pool. 
There 
is one in the field without a doubt, and 
it will be unearthedlibefore many days. 
Operations are rapidly growing promi- 
nent, and the daily production reaches 
nearly one thousand barrels, which is 
good for the age of the field. The state 
undoubtedly contains an extensive oil 
field as the enormous gas field teaches 
it. 
A gas belt was never yet known to 
exist, but oil was found in close prox- 
imity to it. This has been the case in 
every feature of the famous gas belts of 
the Buckeye state. 
The time is not 
long hence when the fields of Indiana 
and Ohio will be connected. 
If this 
connection is bi-ought about it will 
make it by far the longest belt yet dis- 
covered on the continent. 
In August 
there were fifteen wells completed in 
the field and the same number in Sep- 
tember, still there was a decline in 
what is termed new production of some 
over 40() barrels. 
This is owing to 
the number of dry holes and small 
producing oil wells that were opened up 
during September. 
The present month 
will show an increase in all branches 
of the industry if the present pace is 
kept ' up. 
The Jackson Oil company 
has finished up No. 3 on the Mary 
Shinn situated in section 6, Harrison 
township, Blackford county. 
It is by 
far the smallest producer yet developed 
on the farm, and not better than forty 
barrels a day. This company has de- 
veloped a ^genuine dry hole on the 
Walker Monroe farm, just east of this 
town and in section 12, of the above 
township. 
Dry holes are a case of ne- 
cessity in an oil field, otherwise the 
operators would consider their luck too 
good and keep the ball rolling until 
they had nothing to go on. 
The Jack- 
son company has another well drilling 
on the Monroe farm. 


Tim Spellacy & Co., operators from 
St. Marys, Ohio, are drilling a well on 
the Simons farm, in section 1, Harri- 
son township. 


A home company 
consisting of farm- 
ers who would not lease their territory 
are at work putting down a well on the 
J. M; Wells farm.

Before he was 
twenty years old he eommeiiced 
boat- 
ing on the Wabasli canal, running be- 
tween this city and Toledo, and then 
he took service as a deck 
hand on a 
steamer plying on Lake Erie. 
This oc- 
cupation he followed for live years, 


Oi.YMPHIA, 
Wash., Nov. 13.—Sensa- 
tional developments were brought out 
here to-day by the fleath of Dr. C. S. 
Smith. 
He was highly esteemed hei-e, 
had amassed considerable property and 
lived alone as a batchelor. 
He came to 
Olymphia two years ago from 
Llano, 
Tex., where he had been a practicing 
physician for seventeen years. 
It ap- 
pears fiom a will made last April and 
other papers found in his desk, that his 
name was not Smith, although he had 
been known by that name for nearly 
twenty y(>ars in Texas and this city, 
but that he was S. C. Thompson, form- 
erly county trea.snrer of Decatur county, 
la.

His 
wife and three children 
live in Leon, 
la. 
He left an afiectionate letter to be 
sent to his children, and directed that 
liis body be buried without ostentation 
or display. 
He has been troubled of 
late with heart failure, and died while 
going home from across the railroad 
track on a ti'ostle, where his body was 
found.

After a long period of expectancy the 
public is"today informed of a successful 
test of the Slattery storage battery sy 
tem as applied to a street car. 
The test 
was made at midnight AVednesday on 
the Fort Wayne railway after the cars 
of the regular service had been run into 
the car house, and the result of the test 
reached far beyond the expectations 
of all who had the pleasure of witness- 
ing it. The cai'^use'd for the purpose 
was L-u-ger than the ordinary one.s and 
it was well capable of accommodating 
the forty-six people to whom was re- 
served the privilege of taking the first 
ride. 
The car was moved on a tem- 
porary track from the works to the 
Belt line on Broadway,' where the 
passengers got on board. 
Professor 
Kimball, assisted by Mr. Wheeler, of 
the electric light works, and Supt. L, 
D. McNutt, of the Fort Wayne Street 
Railway company, mounted the front 
platform. 
The words "all aboard" had 
hardly died away on the night air when 
Professor Kimball turned on the cur- 
rent and the machinery 
responded 
promptly to tiie electricalj power and 
traveled 
around the Belt 
Line and 
down Calhoun street at the rate 
twelve 
miles 
an 
hour. 
At the 
corner of Calhoun and Main streets 
a stop was made for a few moments, 
and then the car was sent back over the 
route it had Just traveled, this 
time 
making the complete circuit of the Belt 
line in 28j minutes, which is remark 
able time when it is considered that 
several stops were made at switches. 
The scheduled time for the regular cars 
to make this trip is forty minutes. The 
car was illuminated by electricity and 
with its forty six passengers, would have 
created 
quite a commotion on the 
streets if the test had been made ear- 
lier last evening. 


Superintedent 
McNutt, whose long 
experience with 
both electrical and 
horse lines,^ was asked his opinion of 
the test made last night. 


"I think it was a grand success." said 
Mr. McNutt. 
"The trip was made in 
good time and, considering this was the 
first practical test, I regard it as a re- 
markable success. 


"Do you apprehend that any trouble 
will be met with as regards the endur- 
ance of the electrical power furnished 
by the Slattery motor?" 


"I am not prepared to answer that. 
If there should be I believe that it 
would soon be overcome." 


"Do yoii think that Slattery's motor 
system will reivolutionize street railway 
travel in this city?" 


"That depends upon circumstances. 
If it proves to be the success it now 
promises to be I 
think it will be 
adopted here and in many other cities." 


THE CA9ÎAL AS A BARRIER. 


A i-irc.ular has been 
issued by the 
Richmond and Danville, stating that it 
has adopted Wostinghouse air brakes, 
Westinghouse train signals and Janney 
couplers on all pa.ssenger trains and will 
not haul sj)ecial or private cars tendered 
to it by connecting lines unless 
they 
are similarly equipped. 


The Chicago Syndicate Shut Ont of the 
Indiana Gas Fieldi^ 
(IndHnapolia Nero) ' 


The old Wabash and Erie canal, 
which long ago went into disuse, prom- 
ises in its latter and degenerate days to 
stand as a barrier to protect the Indi- 
ana gas fields from the capitalists who 
would drain it to supply Chicago. 


A. C. Harris returned 
last 
evening 
from Logansport, where he had been 
the past 
several days trying a case 
which involves the question of whether 
the canal can be made to serve 
this 
purpose. 
Under the natural gas law of 
'SO it was provided that any company 
organized to pipe gas to patrons in this 
state might condemn and occupy land 
under the right of eminent domain. 


After the passage of this law the In- 
diana Natural Gas and Oil company 
organized with headquarters at Ham- 
mond. 
The real purpose was to pipe 
gas to Chicago, and the company pro- 
ceeded to acquire leases upon thousands 
of acres of gas lands in Howard, Grant 
Tipton and Madison counties. 
The act 
of'81 intended to prevent the use of 
pumping apparatus, threatened to be a 
serious impediment in the way of the 
pipe-line schemes. To test the constitu- 
tionality of this act and to secure a con- 
struction' of the law, it will be remem- 
bered that a case was made up in Porter 
county, that of Jameson et. al. vs. the 
Indiana Natural Gas and Oil company. 
Tlie supreme court held the law to be 
constitutional, Vmt whereas the legisla- 
ture had intende«! to prevent the use of 
piunping apparatus entirely, the Chicago 
company claimed under the supreme 
court's decision the right to the use of 
such apparatus as would not increase 
the pressure beyond 330 pounds to the 
inch, which is the pressure of a well in 
the belt. 
As the right-of-way could be 
aci)uire<l by purchase the right-of-emin. 


ent-domain feature did not cut much 
figure. 


It happened that Elbert M. Shirk, of 
Peru, who is a large owner of Peru 
pipe line stock, and who is consequently 
interested in the permanency of the 
gas supply, is one of the largest owners 
and also trustee of the Wabash and 
Erie canal, from Fort Wayne to Lafay- 
ette. 
The Indiana Natural Gas and Oil 
company line as surveyed aimed to 
cross the canal two miles east of Logan- 
sport. 
The pipe was laid nearly to that 
point and the trenches had been dug 
through the canal when Mr. Shirk, by 
his attorneys, Mr. Harris 
and Mr. 
Justice, of Logansport, 
entered 
suit 
September 22 before Judge McConnell, 
at Logansport, showing that Mr. Shirk's 
canal property was about to sustain 
great and irreparable damage by the 
proposed scheme to lay a pipe line 
through and under it and an injunction 
was asked and granted. 
Failing to 
make arrangements with Shirk the 
Pipe Line company entered a motion 
to dissolve the injunction, and it was 
the hearing upon this motion that was 
concluded at Logansport 
yesterday. 
The principal point made by the Pipe 
Line company was that the right of 
eminent domain as declared by the law 
of 1889, authorized the condemnation 
and 
occupancy of 
the 
canal. As 
against this claim Shirk's attorneys in- 
troduced the case agreed of record, 
Jameson et al. vs. the Indiana Gas and 
Oil company, in which it is stated that 
the purpose of the company was to pipe 
gas to Chicago, and hence it had no 
right under the law of eminent domain. 


If Judge McConnell holds that the 
iiyunction shall stand, as the attorneys 
for Mr. Shirk are confident he will, the 
scheme to pipe gas to Chicago is prac- 
tically dead. 
It would be out of the 
question to run the line around east of 
Fort 5^ayne and just as impracticable 
to make a detour to the west of Lafay- 
ette, and the line of defense is un- 
broken between these two points. 
If 
this injunction is made perpetual the 
most danger that threatened the In- 
diana gas field is averted. 
Judge Mc- 
Connell will render his decision within 
the next few days.

We have laiidcu at Smyrna, a city of 
Asiatic 
Tiirlicv. 
One of 
tlie 
si'veii 
churches of Asia 
oiicc siooil hero. You 
read in Kev»>lati()n. "To tlio- chiircli in 
Smyrna write." 
It is a city 
that lias 
often been slial^cn by cartlKtuake, swept 
by conflasration. 
Liasicd 
by 
plagncs, 
and butchcn-U by wai-, and licrc 
Bishop 
Polycarp stood in a crKudcd ainpliithea- 
ter, and wlien he was askeil 
to give up 
the advocacy of tlie 
Cliristiaii 
religion 
and save himself from 
martyrdom, 
tlic 
proconsul saying, "Swcai' and 1 release 
Ihee; reproach Christ, " replied, "Kighty 
and six Sears have 1 served Him, and l i e 
never did nie wrong; how 
theti can I re- 
vile mv Kinsr and Saviour".' " 


W h e n he w a s brought to t h e fires into 
w h i c h h e w a s a b o u t to l)e t h r u s t , and 
t h e oflicials wen- a b o u t 
f a s t e n him to 
t h e stake, he said, - ' L e t me r e m a i n as 1 
am, for h e w h o givoth 
me strengtli to 
sustain t h e lire will enable me also with- 
o u t your s e c u r i n g me with 
nails 
to re- 
m a i n unmoved in t h e fire."" H i s t o r y says 
t h e fires r e f u s e d to c o n s u m e 
him, a n d 
u n d e r t h e winds t h e liames 
bent out- 
w a r d so tliat t h e y did not touch his per- 
son, a n d t h e r e i j r e he w a s slain by swords 
and spears. 
One cypress 
bending over 
h i s g r a v e is t h e only m o n u m e n t to Hishop 
P o l y c a r p . 


B u t we are on the way to the city of 
Ephesus, about fifty miles from Smyrna. 
W e arc advised not to e o to 
Ephesus; 
the bandits in that 
region 
have had an 
ugly practice of cutting 
ofi the ears of 
travelers and sending these specimens of 
ears down to Smyrna, demanding a ran- 
som. 
T h e bandits suggest to the friends 
of the person from whom the ears 
have 
been subtracted that if they would 
like 
to have the rest of tlio 
body they 
will 
please send an appropriate sum of money. 
If the money is not sent 
the mutilated 
prisoners 
will 
be assassinated. 
One 
traveler w a s carried off to the robbers" 
den and S7,500iwas paid for his rescue. 
T h e bandits were caught and beheaded, 
and pictures of these ghastly heads are 
on sale in the shops of Smyrna for any 
persons w h o may desire to liave 
some- 
thing to look at on their way to Ephesus.

A s i a , " a n d " O n e of t h e E y e s of .\sia,"' 
a n d " T h e E m p r e s s of I o n i a , " t h e capital 
of all learning a n d magnilicence.

a s I said, w a s one of t h e seven c h u n hi's 
of Asia, a n d 
first 
of all we visit t h e 
r u i n s of t h a t churcli w h e r e once an ecu- 
menical council of t w o t h o u s a n d 
minis- 
t e r s of religion w a s held. 


Mark the fulfillment of the 
prophecy 
o ' the seven churches of Asia; four were 
commended 
in the Book of Kevelation 
and three were doomed.

« a s ihe sireaiost 
temple of idiilatry in all time. 
As 1 sat 
on a piece of one of its failt-n columns 1 
said, "Wliai i-artlniiial.e rorl.ed il down, 
or 
what 
liiirricane 
pushed 
it to the 
earth, or under what strong wine of ceu- 
tnries did the giant 
stagger 
and fall." 
There have been seven temples of Diana, 
eaidi one contributing something for the 
splendor of all its architectural 
succes- 
sors. 


T w o hundred and twenty 
years was 
this last temple in construction. 
Twii-o 
as long as the I'liited 
States 
lias stood 
was that temple 
in building. 
It was 
nearly twice 
as long as St. I'anl's Ca- 
thedral. lAindon. 
I.est it siioiild ijo dis- 
turbed by eirt'tli<inakos. 
wliich 
have al- 
ways bo,en fond of making those rogions 
their playground, the temple was built 
on a marsh, 
which 
was made 
lirm by 
layers of charcoal coveretl by lleeces of 
wool.

Diana eould not give one poiir.d of meat 
or one moufhful of !'oo<l to tlu; millions 
of her worshiiipcrs.
